amity STAPHYLINIDAR. 


Tur New Guinea Staphylinidae, here dealt with, are all deseribed front single 
specimens that were sent to Dr. Cameron, and returned by him as new; some 
other species were also rebnened by him as new, but as they are ineonspienons or 


too closely related to others, it was undesirable to name them. 
OXYYELUS OGLONGIEER Sp. HOV, 


9 Black, muzzle, basal joint of antennae, palpi, base of elytra, tips of 
abdominal segments, sterna, and legs testaceons-brown. 

Head not very large, base with a semi-circular impression; antennary ridges 
rather tong and well defined, between them a transverse oblong space, bounded by 
distinet impressions: with erowded and rather small but sharply defined puite- 
tures. Antennae with seventh-tenth joints transverse. Prothorax at apex almost 
twice as wide as long, sides feebly decreasing in width to base; with crowded 
punetures, slightly larger than on head, and with several shallow depressions, 
but without well defined longitudinal ones. Elytra moderately transverse, at 
base slightly wider than apex of prothorax; with punetures abont the same size 
but less crowded. Abdomen very minutely punctate or shagreened. Lees rather 
thin, Length, 4:5 mn. 

New Guinea: Finsch Haven (Rev. L. Wagner). 

To a certain extent approaching O. walfsensis (from Victoria) but interocnlar 
impressions different, and prothorax with less defined longitudinal impressions 
and coarser punetnres. There is an obsenrely pale space ad the base of the elytra, 
which is fairly distinet at the shoulders, and is dilated to the suture at the basal 
third. but becomes very ill defined towards it. The oblong space on the front of 
the head fron: some directions appears shining and with very small punctures, but 
from others appears subopaque and with fairly well defined ones, Phe abdomen 


has a somewhat, leathery appearance. 
OsORIUS STRIGICERS Sp. NOY. 


Black, shining, elytra and abdomen not quite as black as head and prothoras, 
lees and palpi reddish-brown, antennae slightly darker,  Clothed with short, 
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brown, sloping setae, becoming louger and paler om abdomen, especially at apex. 

Head closely longitndiually strigose, except at base. whieh is smooth and 
shining. Basal joint of antennae as long as four folowing combined, sixth to 
lenth (istivetly wider than the others and transverse, Perathorax slightly wider 
than head, shgehtiy longer than the basal width, but tess thau ihe apieal width, 
parallel-sided to basal (bird, and (hen obliqne to base; wih crowded and sharply 
defined but mot very large panetures, leaving a narrow, polished median line. 
Vivbra about as Jong as wide, the width of apex of prothorax, a narrowly im- 
pressed Une on each side of suture; with rigose pinetnres somewhat sparser and 
smaller than ou prothorax, Abdomen exlindrical, ptetures rather small, Taurth 
aud fifth sewiments the width of elytra, Prout and onddle tibiae strongly peelin- 
atel externally. Length, 5 onu. 

New Gainea: Finseh Daven (Rev. L. Wagner). 

Allied to O. cerineltas, bat smaller and thinner, and elytra with denser and 
smaller bud more sharply defined punetures. 


STENTS CRIBRICOLLIS Sp. HOV. 

Purplish-blne, antennae light browo. the four apical joints almost white, legs 
Havens, kuees slightly infuseated. Under surface with fine silvery pnheseenece, 
upper sarface of abdomen sparsely pubescent, rest of upper surface glabrous, 

Head wide, iuterocular space depressed, and with sparse aud small, but 
sharply defined punetares, Eyes about hall the length of prathorax. Antennae 
long and thin, passing base of elytra, third joint longest of all, ninth and teuth 
wider than the others and, with the eleventh, forming a loose club. Prothorax 
subevliudrical, almost twice as long as wide; with crowded and rather sull hit 
sharply defined punctures. Elytra mneh wider and slightly longer thau prn- 
thorax, aud with larger bit equally erowded punetnres. Abdomen abont half the 
total length, second to fourth segments strongly coustuieted and with fairly large 
piulictires towards base, fifth and sixth longer and with smaller punetitres thau 
the precoding ones, fourth with an aente ridge ou the under surface, ending in a 
sharp tooth, Lees long and thin. Length, 9 oi, 

New Guinea: Hudewa (Rev. L. Wagner). 

Allied to S, coctestís and eeerufens, hut larger, antennae not uniformly eol- 
onred, profhorax longer and with denser and finer puuetires (fully twiee as 
dense), and elvtral punetares denser, The palpi and one antenna are missing 
Prom the type, which appears to be a male. 


ORDICIOR US PYRICOLLIS Sp. ROV. 


Brownish-black, shining, antennae palpi and legs flavotts. Olabrems. except 
for a few hairs at sides, 
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Head deeply coustrieted af base, with a narrow week: with umnerons large. 
sharply defined punetires, Antennae thin, slightly passing base oF prothorax. 
first joint slightly longer than seeoud aud third combined, fifth to tenth fecbly 
decreasing in tengih. Prothorax wider than head and much longer, sides tronnde] 
in frout, aud strongly narrowed to base, whieh is about half as wide as the 
wreatest width; punetures abont as large as on head but sparser, and with an 
tnputetale median space, Elytra stall, base narrow, greatest width (near apex) 
abont equal fo that of prothorax, pumetures mueh as on head. Abdomen about 
half the total length, with pruetires as on elytra. but became longitndinal a 
the base of each seenen, fifth and sixth with sparser punetures than the others; 
aual styles ahmost (he length of elvira. Legs long aud thiu. Length, 7 nun, 

Papna: Mouni Lamington (C. T. MeNamurn). 

An apterous species, in general appearance like O. eribricollix, on a greatly 
redueed seale, hnt also very sparsely clothed. O. grandis and eribripeniis are 
abont the same size, bi bave more ninderons setae, and the legs are partly black, 
Fonr of the abdominal seements are extended, exposing the thin conneeting ment 


branes, wliel are ol a flavens colon. 


OLEDICHIRUS CRIBRIVENNIS HON HOY, 
O, genientatus Lea. nom. pr. 


have to thank Me. €, Oke for calling my attention to the Fact that the name 
yenieulalus was previously nsed (1847) in this genus fora Brazilian species. As 
a substitute | propose the umne eribripennis for the Australian species, 


PAMDERUS MICROPTERUS Sp. NOV. 


Black aud pale eastanevous-browu, three apical joints of antennae fivons. 
Clothed with rather lones and sparse, blackish hairs. 

Head slightly longer than wide, widest across eyes; with sparse piliferons 
punetares. Antennae thin, extending to tips of elytra. first joint slightly longer 
than third, and more than twice the leneth of second, fourti-fentth sibeqnal, 
Protharax slightly longer than head, and distinctly thinner. sides evenly rounded 
wel seateely wider at apes than al base: with sparse aud small piliterous pume- 
lures, Elxfru small, slightly shorter than prothorax, and evenly dilated to apex, 
whieh is about the width of rhe middle of prothorax, surface shagreened and with 
fairly large punetires. Abdomen about half the total length, greatest width 
equal to that of head; with a few seattered pnuetures; anal styles slightly shorter 
than elytra. Lees lone and thin, Length, 13 mm. 

Papna: Mount Lamington (C. T. MeNomarat. 
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An apterous species, strneturally close to P. femoratus, but very differently 
coloured. The black parts are the bead, protborax, anal styles, third to eighth 
joints of antennae, tibiae and apex af femora. 


MEDAN INCONSPICUUS sp. nov. 

Blackish-brown and somewhat shining, head black, muzzle, antennae aud legs 
dull brown. Closely covered with minute pubescenee, and with sparse hairs on 
the sides, becoming longer, darker, and more numerous al the apex of abdomen, 

Head (exeluding parts in front of eyes) slightly transverse, hind angles 
ronnded off with dense aud minnte pumetures. Antennae slightly passing hase 
of prothorax, first Joint as long as the three following combined. fourth as lang 
as wide, slightly shorter than third, the others feebly decreasing in length till the 
tenth is moderately transverse, Prothorax the width of head, and with similar 
puneturos, shout as long as wide, angles rounded off, Elytra quadrate, slightly 
wider and longer than prothorax, and with slightly stronger punetures, Abdomen 
abont half the dotal length, across middle the width of elytra. Legs vather thin. 
Length, £55 mun. 

New Guinea: Fiuseh Haven (Rev. Ll, Wagner). 

In general appearanee Hke M. curtus on a reduced size, but narrower, pine- 
tores less sharply defined, and antennae and legs longer: structurally it is close 
to M. fea’ (From the Malay Peninsula), bot is slightly thinner, less opaque, 
shoulders nol pale, and legs darker; from M. lindi (rom Australia), it differs 
in having a slightly larger head, with stouter antennae, shorter prothorax, and 
distinetlv shorter head. its colours are practically identieal with Ghose of that 


species structurally if is alse close to L. ochracens, but is considerably darker, 


MEDON PICTUS sp. nov, 

Red. elytra dark brown, apical two-fifths favous, abdomen with fourth aud 
part of fifth segment as dark as base of prothorax, basal segments slightly paler. 
the apex stil paler; legs flavons, mandibles, palpi and antennae slightly redder. 
With minute pale pnbeseenee, more distinet on elytra and abdomen than else- 
where, apex of abdomen with short and Tairly uiumerous setae. 

Head subqiradrate behind antennae, hind angles slightly rounded: with Fairly 
dense and sharply defined but small puuetives. Antennae not extending to base 
ol prothorax, fourth to tenth joints frausverse, Prothorax the width of head and 
slightly shorter, sides feebly decreasiug in width fo near base, where they are 
stroughy rounded off: with pumnetures as on head, except ou a slightly elevated 
median line. Blytra the width of head and fully its length (ineludine the jaws). 
feebly tarpressed on eaeh side of smure; punetures slightly coarser than ou head, 
Abdomen Jess than half the total length, forrth nud fifth segments the width of 
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elytra, the others narrower; paneiures smaller than ou head, Legs not very lone. 
Leneth, 3-5 nun. 

Papua: Mount Lamington (O. T. MeNamara). 

Approaching M. cinetus and fasciatus, bat wider, less shining, black part of 


elytra basal instead of subapical. and witb denser aud stronger puneinres, 


CHARICHIRUS LINEIFER sp. nov, 


Blaekish, subopaque, muzzle. antennae, palpi, apical fourth of elytra. tip of 
abdomen and legs testaveous-brown, Minitely pubescent all over, and with a few 
hairs af sides, becoming fairlx numerons at apex of abdomen. 

Head strongly narrowed in Front, parellel-sided behind eves, biod angles 
romntded off, base feebly bilobed, Antennae distine(ly passing base of prothorax. 
first joint almost as long as second and third combined. third longer than second, 
the others gradually decreasing iu length to teuth, whieh is Peebly transverse, 
Prothorax slightly transverse, apex about the width of head, sides Teebly decreas- 
ing in width to base, with a shining, narrow, complete median line. Elvtra 
sh@htly longer than wide, sides feebly increasing in width posteriorly ; wiih dense 
amd minute punetures. four basal seginents of aldomen pavallel-sided, the fol- 
lowing Ones narrowed, Lees moderately long. Length, 6 mon. 

New (Guinea: Finsch Haven (Rev. L. Wagner). 

Parriy close to ©. chinensis, but somewhat narrower, median carina of pro- 
notnm more defined, and Jess of apical portion of elytra pale. The elytral pune- 
fies are very dense and minute, bnt can be distinguished with a strong lens; on 
the rest of the upper surface the punctures are still finer, so that the surface 


might fairly be regarded as shagreened, 


METOVONCUS APICIVENTRIS SP. nov. 


Head, basal two-thirds of third segment of abdomen, fonrth (except the lip) 
and all the following ones black, elytra deep purple; prothoras (Capieal half 
deeply infuscated), antennae, palpi, and legs more or less reddish, two basal 
segments of abdomen aud parts af the two following ones reddish-fHavons. With 
a few dark hades at sides, but conspienonsty longer and fairly mmnereus ones at 
tip of abdomen. 

Head almost fwice as long as wide, with an oblique groove close to the inner 
side af rach eve, a double projection between the autennae, sloping downwards in 
front; punetores sparse and wminnte, Antennae short, most of (he joints trans- 
verse, first as long as three following combined. Prothorax distinetly longer (han 
wide, shorter than head, the apex almost as wide, sides feebly diminishing in width 
to base: with a few distincti prmetures, Blytra about as lane and as wide as 
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prothorax, impunetate. Abdomen about half the total length, six basal segments 
parallel-sided and with clevated margins, the following nues narrower aud not 
marsined, femora and tibiae short, tarsi Ihin. Leugth, 7 amu. 

Papna: Momu Limington (€, T, Me Namara). 

Structurally fairly close to AL. seairaber (vom Fiji). but slightly narrower, 
head black, and red segments of abdowen differently placed. M. hoploccphatas 
(also from Fiji), has the head read and abdomen entirely black. The elytra at 


first glinee appear to be shining black, 


PHULON THUS INTERANTENNADIS Sp. HOV, 


Head and parts of abdomen black, prothorax eastancais, a large blackish 
bloteh ocenpyme the apical two-thirds, but vet extending to sides or extreme 
apex; elytra, tips and margins of four basal segments of abdomen, more thau hall 
of filth, all sixth, and the legs castaneous: unuzzle, jaws, palpi aud sentellum 
Harker: basal joint of antenuae brownish-eastaneous, sreond to ninth blackish, 
tenth aul eleventh brownish-flavons. With rather sparse black hairs, mostly on 
the sides, but becoming uumerons at apex of abdomen, elytra with stiff, pale 
pubescenee or short setae. 

Head subquadrate, Int angles rounded off, with large pumetives seattercd 
abont posteriorly and near the eyes, bnt one immediately behind each antenna; a 
small fovea half-way between the antennae, Byes abont as long as basal joint of 
antennae, Antennae slightly passing base ol protharax, first joint almost as 
lone as second aud third eombined, these subequal, the following ones gradually 
decreasing in length, seventh-teuth Gransverse, Prathovax seareely narrower ihan 
head, slightly longer than wide, front angles feebly vronuded off, sides parallel to 
base, whieh is evenly rounded; with a few large prnetitres seattered abont, aml 
four forming a row on eaeh side of middle. Blytra shghily wider awl Jonger 
(ban prothorax, Teebly dilated posteriorly; wilh small and not very dense, but 
sharply defined pubeltres, Abdomen slightly wider ta middle Chau elsewhere, 
caeh of four basal serments with an apical row of setiferons prmetires, and 
ireeular anes elsewhere, Lees rather short, Length, & anna. 

New Guinea; Finselh Haven (Rev. L. Wagner). 

The ontlines are somewhat as on Z. menamearae, but the prothorax and elytra 
dre differently colored, and the elyiral ponetares ave very different. 

On eaeh side of fhe apes of the sith segment of the abdomen of the type. 
and exterior to (be anal stvles, there is a white sivle-like process, slightly longer 
than the styles, and without hairs. They are possibly parasites that were killed 
al the time of capture, 
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PUILONTHUS CASTANEICOLLIS Sp. NOV. 


Most of the head shining black, prothorax bright castaueous, parts of elytra, 
of abdomen and lees dull flavo-castaneons, umazle darker, antennae with lwo 
basal joiuis somewhat castancons, the five following ones blackish: the others 
paler. with the tenth and eleventh browuish-Havons. 

Head moderately convex, hind angles rounded off; with faily large pime- 
tures towards base and abont eyes, a eonspicuous one behind each antenna, and a 
median fovea between them, Antennae slightly passing base of prothorax, first 
joint ahnost as long as second and third combined, third slightly longer than 
second, the others to tenth eradually deercasing im length, ab the mith aud tentti 
ave transverse. Prothorax abont as long as wide, sides almost parallel, front 
angles almost square, the hind ones strongly rounded; with a row of four distinet 
punctures on each side of middle, a row of two towards cach side, and a few 
elsewhere, Elvtra transverse, at base wider ihan prothorax, sides slightly 
dilated posteriorly; with rather small and sparse, but sharply defined pnnetures. 
Ponr basal segments of abdomen almost parallel-sided; with small setiferons 
punmetires, mostly in trausverse rows; anal styles rather long, Lees moderately 
long. Length, 7 mm. 

New Guinea: Finseh Haven (Rev. L. Wagner). 

The middle joints of the antennae ave distinetly darker (han the basal and 
apical anes, but the eleventh is not much paler (ban the trsi. Phe apical third 
of the elytra (but not the margins) is deeply iufuscated, almost Dack, the 
sentellion, metasternum, and parts of Pour basal segments of abdomen are deeply 
iifuseated, but parts of the abdomen have a bluish tridescence; the anal styles 
are no darker than the two apical segments. The tuterantennary fovea is smaller 
than on the preceding species, aud not quite as close to the elypeus. on that 
species it is almost in contaet with it. 


POILONTHUS PAUPER Sp. NOY., 


Black, shining, tip of each abdominal segment, aud legs (the femora paler) 
festaceo-Havons, antenuae blackish-brown, first and eleventh joints paler. Wiik 
a few black hairs at sides, becoming numerous at Up of abdomen: elyira with 
dark pubescence, 

Head rather small and convex; with a Few large puuctures towards base and 
hear eves, a distinet one behind each antenna, Antemme shebtly passing base of 
prothorax, first jot almost as long as second and third combined, sixth to tenth 
slightly transverse. Prothorax slightly longer than wide, aud slighthy wider than 
head, front angles square, sides feebly dilated to beyond the middle, base widely 
ronuded; with a few seattered punctures, and four forming a raw on cach side 
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af middle. Elvira shghtly trausverse, sides Teebly dilated posteriorly; with 
rather smalt and not very sharply defined punetures, Abdomen parallel-sided to 
bevond the middle, with small punctures, anal styles rather long. Legs moder- 
alely lone. Length, > mm. 

Papua: Mount Lamington (€ T. MeNamara). 

Allied to P. oreophilus, but prothoras black, tibiae pater, and elyirat prne- 
tures much less sharply defined. The colours are somewhat as on the widely 
Mistribnted P. nigritulus. but the prothorax is distinetdy wider mad ihe head is

shorter, he muzzle aud palpi are not black, but obsemrely piecous; parts of 


the abdomen are somewhat iridescent. The type appears to be a female, 


JI ESPERUS QUINQUECOLOR Sp). HOV, 


Head, antennae (three apical joints whitish), sentelbnn and abdomen black; 
prothnrax, sterna and lees bright castaneous ; jaws amp palpi darker, elviva bright 
purple, becoming bluish at suture. With some long black hairs scattered about, 
elvira with rather long pubescence, becoming sparser on prothorax, 

emt moderately couvex, base ahnost semicivenlar: with rather sparse pune- 
tures, becoming very sparse in frout. Eyes about one-third the leveth of pro- 
thorax, Antennae passing base of prothorax. third joint distinctly shorter than 
first, and much longer than second or fonrth, the others gradually decreasing in 
length to tenth, which is feebly transverse. Prothorax longer (han wide, apex 
the width of head, sides decreasing in width to base, whielt is rounded of; with 
sparse and minute punetures. Elytra much wider than prothorax, impressed 
on each side of satire; with fairly dense, small prmetures, Abdomen about halt 
total length, fiest and second segments with a narrow fine at base, third aud 
Fourth with irregular pnnetires there, a fine row at apex and irregular ones else- 
where, fifth and sixth with larger and irregular piliferous pnnetnres: anal styles 
ronsplenous. Legs Jong. Length, 10 um. 

New Gannea: Wareo (Rey. L. Wagner). 

A beantiful species, approaching H. rufithorax, but abdomen black, and 
anlennae stonter. 


llesterUs GAGATIVENTRIS sp. nov, 


Bright reddish-castaneons, Pourth-uinth joints of antennae black, eleventh 
dult pale brown, tenth intermediate in colony, Seutellum, metasferuunt and 
alidomen black, elytra bronzy-purple, becoming purple at sides and apex. With 
sparse Jong hairs om sides of upper surface, becoming numerous at apex of 
abdomen, elytra sparsely puhesceut, 
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Head with hind angles Strongly ronnded olf; with a few seatlered punciures, 
ineluding three near each eve and two elose together in front of middle, An- 
fennae nol extending lo base of prothorax, first joint as long as second and third 
combined, these snbeqnal, fourth and Pih suhglobular, sixth-tenth transverse, 
aud subequal. Prothorax slightly longer than wide, front angles almost square, 
sides gently decreasing in width to base, hind angles strongly rounded off; with a 
row of {hree slrong puuetuces on each side of middle. Elytra maderately trams- 
verse, much wider than prothorax, cach separately romuded at apex, the sides 
gently rounded ; with sharply defined, rather small, and not very dense prietures. 
Abdomen half total length, fifth segment longest of all; with small panetures, 
mostly in transverse series. Legs moderately long. Length. 7 mm. 

Papna: Mat lamington (C. T, MeNamara). 

Another beautiful species, with prothorax and elytra somewhat as on 
I, vufithorar, but head and abdomen different. The abdomen is of a polished 
bluek, with sharply defined punetnres. 


HESPERNS BIFUSCIPENNIS sp. Nov. 


Bright pale castaneons, head Gunzzle excepted) and prothorax deep metallic 
bine, a large infuseate bloleh on cach efytron near suture, anal styles black, fourth 
to eighth joints of antennae blackish, the followiug ones flavous, Upper surfare 
with a few dark hairs; elytra with yellowish pubescence, becoming sparser and 
shorter on ander surface. 

Mead rather large. hind angles rounded off; with sparse and minute pinic- 
tores, and a few large ones about base and sides of eyes. yes about hall the 
leneth of prothorax. Antennae slightly passing seutellum, third jomt mneh 
shorter than first, longer Chan second and still longer than fourth, sixth-tenth 
slightly decreasing in length and inercasing in width, Profhorax distinetty longer 
than wide, front angles rectangulac, sides parallel for a shor! distance and then 
decreasing in width to base, whieh is gently rounded; with minute quinetures and 
a few large ones scattered abont, and a row of three distinct anes on cach side of 
middle, Elytra trausverse, distinetly wider than head, sides feebly dilated to 
apex; with fairly dense and rather small, asperate puinetures, having a eranulate 
appearance. Abdomen gently decccasing in width to apex; with small sefi ferons 
punetures, moslly in transverse series. Legs moderately long. Length, 12 mm. 

apna: Manm Lamington (C. T. MeNamara). 

Allied to HH. gratiosus. but head aud prothorax blue, and only tip of abdomen 
black, there are also cilferenees in the ponctures, ta some lights a goldin gloss 


may be seen ou parts of the elytra. 
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BELONUCHUS MARGINICOLLIS Sp. nov. 


Black, shining, muzzle, mandibles (tips darker). antennae, palpi, elvira and 
legs bright vastaneous. With a few dark hairs on the sides, the elytra finely 
pubescent, 

Head flattened, base bilobed; with a few distinet punctures scattered abont, 
meluding three in Jine with each antenna: one near it, the others near the hase, 
Antennae seareely passing middle of prothorax, first joint as lone as second and 
third combined, third longer than second, the following to tenth transverse. Pro- 
thorax at apex almost the width of head, sides feebly diminishing to near base, 
the base itself widely rounded; with a row of large punetiures on each side of 
middle, with some others towards and on sides, and some smaller but distinet 
ones on basal edge. Klytra slightly transverse, wider than head; with small 
and not very dense, Dot sharply defined punetures, and a few larger ones seat- 
tered about, Abdomen with small and moderately large punctures. Legs not 
very long. Length, Tamm. 

New Guinea: Komba (Rev. L. Wagner). 

Structurally Fairly close to B. lividipes, but elviva shining castaneous, The 
three basal joints of the antennae are shining, the others ave opaqne and finely 
pubescent. There are fonr punctures on the left row on the prothorax, and five 
on the virht, of the type. 


amity NOSODENDRIDAE. 


This family, of world-wide distribution in the tropies, was al one time von- 
sidered as belonging to the Byrehidae, The Eastern species were recently re- 
vised by Champion (1). The following Australasian species are known:

This is a large (8-10 mm.), highly polished, black species, the mentum not 
longitudinally impressed, with fairly large, sharply defiued punctures, and the 
elytra with a conspicuous median band of strong punetures, and, very fine ones 
elsewhere. There are specimens in the Sonth Australian Museum from Mount 
Lamington and the Finsch Haven district. The type has perished,

The type of this species has also perished. [1 was described as being ‘‘uni- 
formly clothed with short erect pubescence,” and as having its mentum with a 
longitudinal groove; characters which readily distingnish it from all the Austral- 
asian members before me, aud ally it with the subsequently described N. hispidum 


Champ., from India, Java, ete. 


NOSOPENDRON AUSTRALICUM Sp. NOV. 

Black, highly polished, antennae obscurely paler. 

Mead with fairly deuse, minute punctures. Mentum not longitudinally im- 
pressed; with fairly large and dense, sharply defined prnetures. Prothorax 
almost four times as wide as long, sides and apex (except the median half) dis- 
tinctly margined, punctures as on head. Elytra with outlines subcontinuons with 
those of prothorax ; with regular rows of sharply defined, but not very large punc- 
tures, the derm generally with very minute ponetures and minutely wrinkled. 
Under surface almost impunctate, except at sides. Leugth, 5:5-6:0 min. 

Queensland: Coen River (H. Hacker, No. 937), Kuranda (F. P. and A. R. 
Dodd). 

An elougate-clliptie species, much smaller and somewhat narrower than 
N. calvum, and with regular rows of punctures on the elytra. Some of the 
specimens from Cairns are slightly smaller than those from the Coen River, and 
have somewhat larger seriate punctures on the elytra, and larger ones at the 
posterior end of the metasternom. Although when cleaned the derm is seen to be 
highly polished, it was difficult to remove extraneous material that adhered to 
most of the specimens. 

NOsODENDRON INTERRUPTUM Sp. HOY. 
Black, highly polished, antennae and tarsi obscurely reddish. 


lead (including mentum) and prothorax with punctures as on the preced- 
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ing species. Elvira with series of rather small but distinet punctures, except (rat 
the first row on each side of the suture begins at the basal third, and the next row, 
although beginning at the base, is interrnpted for a short distance, the third is 
traveable to the base, but is very feeble near it.

Queensland: Cairns (C.J. Wild). Unique. 

Smaller and more strongly convex than the preceding species, aud seviate 
punetores of elytra different; the other pnnetnres on the elytra, although minute, 
are slightly larger and move sharply defined. 

NOSOPENDRON MEDIOBASALE Sp. NOV, 

Black, highly polished. antennae and tarsi obsemrely reddish. 

Head with crowded and small punetiuves. sparser and smaller in middle (hia 
on sides, with a shallow depression on each side in front, and a still more shallow 
one between the eyes. Mentum with dense and moderately large, sharply defined 
punetires, and a small mediobasal dupression, Prothorax more than thrice as 
wide as the medina length, base somewhat sinmons, sides and sides of apex finely 
margined: with minule pimetrnres becoming larger and sbarply defined, but still 
small, on sides, Elytra with series of distinet punetures, larger in middle than 
elsewhere, the first row ou each side of suture interrupted at the basal third. the 
second row also interrupted there, and ended at the middle; interstices with very 
sparse and minute punetures, Metasternma with sharply defined punetares at 
sides and posteriorly, Length, 7 mm. 

New Guinea: Finseh Haven (Rev. L. Wagner). Unique, 

Close to N. anstralicun, but elvtral pnnetures not quite the same, and 
mentam with a mediobasal impression; X. cabra is mich larger, and has strik- 
melv different ely tral punetwres. 


NOSODENDRON FLITENSH Sp. NOV. 

Black, highly polished, antennae dnll red. 

Head semicirenlar in Trout of eves; with deuse and small pumetures at sides, 
seareely visible elsewhere, Mentia smooth, with sparse and mande punetnres, 
Prothoras about four tines as wide as long, sides aud sides of apex finely mar- 
winced; with fairly munerons small punetnvres at sides, absent or searcely visible 
elsewhere, Elvtra with outlines continuous with those af prothoraxy ; without 
punetwres, except some minute ones ou a small latero-basal space. Metasternion 
with a few distinet pinetares, Length, 6-0-7-5 mm. 

Piji: Taverna, in May CA. M. Len). 

Slightly wider in proportion than all the preceding species, and readily 
distinguished from them by the ahnost impiitetate elytra, and minutely punetate 
ineutann. 
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Kamity TENEBRIONIDAE. 
OcNERA mseipa Forsk. (2). 


Mr. 18. J. Jolmston, on two recent occasions has taken this speetes in abund- 
ance at Wallaroo (South Australia). A specimen was stauding in the South 
Anstralian Museum under the name, but thinking ii desirable to have if con- 
firmed, specimens were sent to Mr. Arrow of the British Museuin, and the name 
was amhenticated by Mr. Blair. 

The species is nearly an inel in length, subopaque black, and with muwerous 
setose granules on the upper surface Cabout twenty rows on each elytron), legs 
and parts of (he nuder surface, 

Hi is remarkable that. as with Blaps gigas azorica (%) this species so far 
should be known only from Wallaroo; probably Cas surmised for the Blaps). it 
wis brought in with ballast of wheat ships.

Papna: Mount Lamington (€, T. MeNamara). Unique. 

A moderately large and rather wide, jet-black species; the first of the genns 
to be recorded from New Guinea, By the amended table of the genus (4) it could 
be associated with M. compactus and castaneus, two much smaller species from 
Western Australia, with which it has but little in common. 


MuLANTERIUS CURVIROSTRES SP. HOV, 


Blaeiish, rostenm and Jegs obscurely diluted with red, elytra aud auleunae 
paler. Sides of prothorax, nuder surface and legs sparsely clothed, elsewhere 
glabrous. 

Head with dense and rather sinall punctures, Byes widely separated. 
HRostrium long, thin, strongly exnved; with sparse and small punetures, but 
denser close to base than elsewhere. Autennae inserted almost in exact middle 
of sides of rostrum. Prothorax (with head) almost equilaterally triangular, sides 
gently rounded, base bisnimede: with dense and rather small, sharply defined 
punetures, becoming crowded on sides. Elytra oblong-eordate: with rows of 
rather large punetures, in wide striae, interstices between shoulders and sitive 
uot ridged on hasal third, but all acutely ridged posteriorly, all with small pune— 
tres. Metastermmon with punetures as on prothorax: the episterna each with 
erowdet punetures at ends. but not in middle, Abdomen with dense punetures, 
but sparser and smaller than on metasteraom, basal segment feebly depressed in 
middle. FPemora not very strongly dentate, tibiae thin. Length, 5-5 umn, 

New Holland, Type (unique), in British Miser, 

A medium sized species, with unusually long and euryed rostrinn, even 
longer than on Neowelantertus carinicollis, aud qnite as strongly envved. It is 
allied to M. biserfatus, bnt the rostrum is longer, and the punetures on the elvival 
intersHices ave mneh smaller and less regular; on that species there are two 
sharply defined rows of punetures on each interstice. The type is probably a 
female, although the basal segment of the abdomen is not evenly convex. 


CHY Lea, Proc. Linn. Soc, N.S. Wales, 1899, p. 454, 
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MELANTERIUS VILLOSIPES sp. MOV. 

8 Black, autennae and tarsi reddish. Moderately clothed with white setae, 
becoming longer on under surface, the legs with long hairs, in addition to white 
setae. 

Head with dense, partly concealed punctures. Eyes separated about half 
the width of base of rostrum. Rostrum moderately long and curved, with a fine 
median carina to beyond the middle; each side of it with two punctate striae, in 
front with numerous small but distinct punctures. Antennae inserted about onc- 
third from apex of rostrum. Prothorax slightly transverse, sides gently decreas- 
ing in width to apex; with crowded and small, partly concealed punctures, Elytra 
subcordate, suddenly but not much with than prothorax; with regular rows of 
punctures, interstices ridged posteriorly and on the sides, with crowded punce- 
tures. Metasternum depressed in middle, with crowded punctures, except on 
parts of episterna. Abdomen with punctures as on metasternim, the basal seg- 
ment feebly flattened in middle. Femora acutely and rather strongly dentate. 
Length, 3 mm. 

Queensland : Stanthorpe (J. Sutton). 

A small black species with submaculate clothing, from the upper surface 
apparently allied to M. maculatus and acaciae, but distinct from those, and from 
all others of the genus, by the long clothing on all the legs, although this may be 
confined to the male. On the type the long hairs are slightly more than half the 
length of the tibiae, they form a straggling fringe on each tibia, are fairly 
numerous on the femora and tarsi, and numerous on the abdomen, but beiug 
somewhat depressed there, are less distinet than elsewhere. The elytral inter- 
stices are sharply ridged posteriorly and on the sides, but, owing to the clothing 
and density of the punctures, the ridges are not as distinct as on other species 
having them equally acute. A second specimen has much sparser clothing (prob- 
ably owing to abrasion) on the legs than on the type, but as its rostrum, meta- 


stenuun and abdomen agree, it is presumably also a male. 


MELANTERIUS SETISTRIATUS Sp. NOV. 


a Blackish, rostrum, antennae and legs obscurely diluted with red. Moder- 
ately clothed with short, white setae. 

Head with dense and small punctures. Eyes widely separated. Rostrum 
the length of prothorax, moderately curved; with dense punctures, becoming 
smaller in front, and with a feeble median carina. Antennae inserted about one- 
third from apex of rostrum. Prothorax small, sides rounded and decreasing in 
width from base to apex; with dense punctures of moderate size, erowded on 


sides, each containing a white seta. Elytra elongate-cordate, median sinns fairly 
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strong, the others feeble: with rows of Tairly large pinetures, in deep striae, 
interstices acutely ridged, except four ov five at the basal third, fourth with a 
small tubercle at basal fourth,  Metastermum with pnuetures as on prouotum. 
Basal segment of abdomen slightly concave in middle; punctures towards base 
stronger than on iuetusteruum, but becoming smaller posteriorly; apical segment 
With a transverse depression. Femora strongly and acutely dentate, the front 
ones less acutely Ihan the others, Length, 8-0-3+2 nim, 

? Ditters in having the rostrmm longer, (himen, more curved, with sparser 
aud smaller panietures, and non-earmate, aud basal seguent of abdomen larger 
and evenly convex. 

North Western Australia. Types, in Macleay Musema. 

Several of the elvtral interstices are flattened or ronnded towards the base, 
Dut as they are all more ov less acutely ridged, from at least the basal third 
fo the apex, the species, in the 1599 table of the geuns, condd be placed after 
M. servulits; on that species the shoulders are rounded, on this one they are very 
fecbly produeed (seen from directly above or from im Front); and so the species 
could be associated with M. acoctae. althoneh the abdominal foyea is distinetly 
wider than long. In general appearance it is somewhat like a small and narrow 
specimen of that species, but the prothorax is decidedly smaller in proportion. 
HM. tenuis, also from North Westeru Australia, is a slightly larger species, with 
mneh less acutely ridged interstices, longer vostrnm, aud antennae inserted wearer 
the base of rostrum. The setar cause the npper surface to appear erevish, they are 
smaller on the elytra than elsewhere, and form a regular row on each side of each 
nnterstice. The slight tubercle on the fonrth niterstive is alike on both specimens, 
but quay not be constant, On the female the three apical se@meuts of abdamen 
are reddish, probably from inumaturity, and the eud ome has a depression, but 
smaller than on the male, 


MuLANTERIUS ALTRONITENS Sp. nov, 


Blackish, parts of rostm, of legs, and most of antennae obsenrely reddish, 
Upper surface almost glabrous, under surface and legs moderately clothed with 
white scales. 

Head shagreened towards hase, with sharply defined but not very large pume- 
tires in front. Eyes large, at their nearest approwch separated ahont hall the 
width of rostrum at base. Rostrum rather thin, moderately curved, slightly 
longer Than prothorax ; with crowded pimetures on basal third, becoming sparser 
and animate m front, and with a feeble median ridge on basal half. Antennae 
inserted about two-fifths from apex of roſtrinn. Prothorax not iunch wider than 
long, sides gently rounded, apes abont two-thirds the width of base; with dense 
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but net confluent, sharply defined punctures of moderate size, Elytra elongate- 
subeordate, considerably wider thau prothovax, but shoulders rounded off, sides 
thenee subparallel to beyoud the middle, hase feebly trisumate, with rows of kirge 
punetares, becomime smaller and more deeply set posteriorly, interstices con- 
spicnously ridged on apical slope and on sides, and each with a row of small pune- 
lures, elsewhere not ridged and with crowded and larger punetures. Under sini- 
lace with puuetures about as large as on prothorax, but less crowded ; metasterual 
episterna cacb with an almost reenlar cow of pmnetures, Basal segment of 
abdomen evenly convex, sccoud about one-third shorter than first, tlistinetlx longer 
thau fifth. and slightly longer than third and fourth combined. Leys rather long, 
femora stot. front ones slightly, middle moderately, hind oues strongly dentate. 
Length, 6-5 tn. 

North Western Australia: Onslow (— Kraatz). Unique. 

A large species, in general appearanee fairly close to M. deptorrivyaehas, but 
the elvtval interstices vot ridged on the basal half (although almost as acutely 
ridged posteriorly), the rostrum wnel shorter, and the femoral teeth smaller and 
less acute; there is a small supplementary tooth in the noteh on cach femur, bul 
it could be easily overlooked. The rostram is abont the length of that of 
M. unidentatas aud bidentatus, but the elytral interstices are very diferent. At 
first glance the elytra appear to be glabrous, but on close examination they are 
secu to haye a vow of minute white setae on each side of each interstice; on the 
dise of the pronotum each prietine has a minnte seta. but they become distinel on 
the sides. The front margin of the prothorax appears as a narrow, highly polished 
rin. The type appears to be a female. 


Menanrerivs Larus Lea. 


A specimen of this species, from Cairns, and another from the Tweel River, 
ave slightly larger, 5 mm., than the (ypes, and the Tweed River one has elvira

The type of this species is a male, A specimen from Bulladelah (New South 
Wales). in the National Museum, is evidently a Female, it differs in having the 
rostrum longer, thinner, more enrved and polished, except for a punetate spaee 
close to base; the abdomen is very sparsely clothed, the second segment is larger, 
evenly convex, its tip not elevated or produced over the third, and the third and 
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fourth are each slightly smaller than fhe second, although decidedly larger than 
usual in the genus. 


MeLaNnternis IMPOLETUS Lea. 


A specnnen Prom Syduex, iu the National Museum. appears to he a male of 
this spectes; but is much darker than the type (which, however, is almost cer- 
tainly tmmatire), the derm of the upper surface being almost black. H differs 
m having the rostrum slightly stonter and less curved, with a fine median carina 
to beyond the middle, with erowded punctures on basal half, and numerons dis- 
tinel ones elsewhere. some of the lateral interstices of elytra rather acutely ridged, 
the trochanter of each middle lee with a small faseiele, and the abdomen with 
denser and longer clothing, the apical segment with large median fovea, the third 
and fourth large, and cach slightly larger than the second. UM is allied to M. ren- 
tralis, hut differs From its male in having the basal segment of abdomen smaller, 
neither elevated at the apex, nor encroaching an the second, the fovea ou the apical 
sermentomneh smaller, and in the trochanters of the middle logs. M. fasciculatus 
is itlarger black species, with larger fascicles and clytral interstices acutely costate, 
The type was evidently somewhat abraded; on the Sydney specimen the clothing 
of the upper surface is not very dense, except that the prothovax is sliehtly 
vittote, aud that on the elytra there are umnerous spots, mostly placed iv the 


striae connceting two interstices, 


Meir anrerius LEGITIMUS Lea, var. 


A male from Townsville (Qneensland) in the British Museum, Herees jù 
size and appearanve with the type of this species, has some of the elytral inter. 
shees acutely ridged to the base, and cach femme with a supplementary tooth in 
Lhe noteh. At differs, however, from the type, and some South Australian speci- 
mens, in having the prathoracic pimetures less crowded, and the clothing on the 


legs less conspienons. It should perhaps be considered as representing a variety. 


NEOMELANTERIUS INTERRUPTUS Lea, var. 


A spechuen, Prom the Mandated Territory of New Guinea, possibly belongs 
to this species, but differs from the type, and a second specimen, in haviue the 
setae more stramineous than white, the rostrum slightly longer than the prothorax 
and (quite straight, its basal earinae less conspicuous (owing to uote mamerons 
setae), the seape inserted two-fifths Prom apex of rostrim, and as long as the 
mice and chil combined; all the tibiae are strougly cnrved at the base, the hind 
ones mneh more noticeably than the same pair of the types. The differences do 
not appear to be sexual, [n general the species appears to be intermediate be- 
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tween those of the genus with long curved rostrin, and Muthebus troglodytes, but 
on the latter species the front and middle coxae are mneh mare widely separated. 


Diernusa INCISEPES sp. MOV, 


6 Blackish-brown, legs and antennae paler. Densely clothed with whitish 
and purplish-browit scales, becoming pure white on nuder surface 

Rostmun moderately curved, slightiv longer than prothorax. somewhat 
dilated, and with evowded, concealed punctures near base, shining and with sparse 
and small anes elsewhere. Antennae inserted about one-third Prom apex of 
rostrum. Prothorax slightly transverse, sides rapidly diminishing in width to 
apex; with crowded, coucealed pnuctures. Elytra snbeordate, behind shoulders 
wider than prothorax, base strongly trisinuate; striate-punetate, the striae and 
punctures considerably narrowed in appearanee by the clothing. Basal segment 
of abdomen shallowly depressed in middle, apical with a small favea. Kenora 
strouely and acutely dentate, Front tibiae faleate, with a strong apical hook and 
small apical fascicle, hind tibiae with a rather sharp apical noteb, the middle oues 
rather feebly notelied. Length, 3:2-3-4 num. 

Queensland : Stradbrake Island (TJ. Carter). Type in National Mustinn: 
colvpe, im Sentle Australian Musemn. 

Allied to D. fuleata, but slightly larger, mid dark protboracie marking dilated 
to base, iusteacd of strongly narrowed there, the hind tibiae are also different. 
D. pietu, with somewhat similar base of elytra, has very different legs. The 
colours, but not the disposition of the seales, are almost as on D. nigrosuturalis. 
Inappearanee it is close to D. apicispina. but all ihe tibiae are very different. On 
the type the darker seales form two smal) spots on ihe front of the head, an 
iregular median vitla dilated to base on the pranotum, and amimerons spots on 
the elytra, covering more ef the surface than the whitish seales. Ou a second 
speehned the peothoracie vitta is more narrawed to the apex, and (he white spots 
and senles an the elytra cover almost hal? the surface, beng more munerons 
posteriorly and on the sides than on the type. There are a few setae an the apical 
sides af the rostrina. Seen directly from above, each shoulder is seen ta elasp the 
base of the protharax, and to be shelthy more prodaced than dhe swelling adja- 
cent to the suture. The middle tibiae might fnirtx be regarded as bisimiate on 
the under surface, but the hind ones are distinctly notched near apes. 


DIIETHUSA TRUNCATIDENS Sp. NOV. 


9 Dark brown, rostrum, antennae and legs paler. Densely clothed with 
searlet and stramineons seales, hecoming white an nader surface, 
Rostiian slightly longer thaw protharax, rather thin and parallel-sided ; with 
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afew punetures about muzzle and at extreme base, elsewhere polished and almost 
mpunclate,  Ántennae inserted about two-fitths from apex of rostrum, Pro- 
thorax more convex than usual, slightly transverse, sides romided, base twice the 
width of apex; with dense, concealed pnotures.  Elytea cordate, not much wider 
fhan profhorax, base geuthy trisiumate; with fandy large Ppuétures, tu rather 
wide striae, but punctures appearing much smaller and striae narrower throngh 
clothing. Two basal segments of abdomen large and slrougly convex, Femora 
stout, each with a strong trnneated tooth, frout and middle tibiae stout, dilated 
to apex, and each with a lone apical spine, Length, 4 ain, 

New South Wales: Wagga Wagga, in November (W. W. Froggatt). Uniqne. 

Mied to D. squenmivaría and metasternalis, but front and middle tibiae 
shorter, more dilated to apex, the apex itself sloping at an angle of 44°, and the 
apical spine miech longer, althongh on both commencing at the upper apex; the 
spine on each front tibia is so long, that, if drawn backwards, it would almost 
extend to the base ol the tibia itself, D. frifasiatec and pretiosa ave smaller 
species. with somewhat similarly coloured seales, although differently disposed, 
but with very different front tibiae. D. aulica has very different tibias D. meta- 
stenalis has acutely dentate femora. The stramiucous scales Form a median line 
on the head, and are mumerons at the sides of and behind the eyes. on the pronotum 
they form a median line, which af the middle is dilated to form: an irregular basal 
patch, they are irregular on the side parts that are visible from above, but dense 
and paler on the lower parts, on the elytra they are irregularly deposited in spots 
and faseiae, that cover abont half the surface. 


DisrvruOsa NIGIIOLAVA sp. Nov. 


2 Reddish-brown, elub of antennae black, Rather densely and aniformiy 
elothed with whitish seales. 

Rostrum the lengih of prolborax, rather thin, parallel-sided aud evenly 
murveds with a few punctures at extreme base, elsewhere polished and impunctate. 
Antenas inserted two-fifths from apex of rostrum. Prothorax moderately trans- 
verse, base tawviee the width of apex; with crowded, partly concealed punctures. 
Elvtra oblong-cardate, suddenly hut not meh wider than prothorax, base feebly 
trisinuate; with comparatively small punetnres, in deep striae, not mneh con- 
cealed by clothing. Two basal segments of abdomen large and evenly convex. 
Mind femora slightly dentate, the others edentate, tibiae rather Jong. Length. 
4 mm. 

New South Wales: Sydney, in flood debris (H. W. Cox). Type Giniqite), in 
National Museu, 

The Teont and middle femora ave tenly edentate, and fle hind ones from some 
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directions also appear edentate, but Prom others may be seen to have a small, 
gente tooth, D. blaekbural, with wuifonnly pale clothing, bas all femora von- 
spienously deutate, D. congrua and basipennis, same specimens of which have 
almost entirely pale vlodung, have base of elytra very diferent. D. inermis has 
very different clothing and rastrium. D. pallida and siaplcipennis ave smaller 
species, With denser clothing, reducing the apparent size ol the punetiures in the 
elytral striae. 
Diernosa MAJORINA Lea, 


Although not noted in the original deseriphion, the sexes of this speeies may 
be distinguished by the abdomen; on the male the basal segment is shallowly 
depressed, aud with a five median line, denoting an approach tu D. metasternalis, 
although the clothing is not conspicuously diferent there from the adjacent parts, 
as it ison the male of the latter species, 


DIETHOSA METASTERNALIS Lea, var, BOREALIS Var. nov. 

Three specunent, one male and two females, from North Awstralia in the 
British Museum, appear to represent a variety of this species. The male has the 
median groove of the basal segment of abdomen and metasternam filled with 
golden setae as on ihe type, and the female has somewhat snnilar front tibiae, 
except that the spir commences lower down the slapimg apex.

With the comparatively short parallel-sided rostrum, finely faceted eyes and 
shart second abdominal segment of P. afluens, but the dark scales cover much 
less of the upper surfare. Ou the type they forin a small spot on cach side oF the 
base of the prothorax, and two close together at apex; ou each ely tran they form 
two transverse spots or abbreviated fasciae, one just before aud one just behind 
the middle, with a small spot on the sutnre at the base and one near the apes. 
On one female the spots at the base of the prothorax are feeble, and the apical 
ones absent, ou its elytra the spots are move irvegular, but there is an asymmeétrical 
median fascia, Ou a second female the prothoracie spots ave entirely absent; ou

In some respects Taily close to B. errata, but the prothorax longer in pro- 
portion, and withont a mediobasal fovea, elytra conspiciousty binodose, the tarsi 
shorter, with the claw-joiut shorter, the claws mote divergent, and clothing 
different.

About the size of the preceding species, but somewhat narrower, and with 
more numerons aud longer ereet bristles; i also approaches D. hystricosus, but 
ihe setae do not form fascicles on the protharax, and the elytra ave withont a dark 
apical spot. The seales are mostly of a pale grey, or dark stramineous, and so dense 
that the derm, except of part of the rostrum, is everywhere conecaled ; ou the under 
surfare they are uniform in colour, but ou the upper snrface shelitly mottled :

A rather robust species, with a distinctive fascia, and several conspicuous 
fascicles, The elotbing on the sentelluin and under surface is paler than else- 
where, but on the upper surface the seales are almost uniformly colored throngh- 
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out, except Tor a narrow, velwety-black fasaa, which extends across fore inter 
sttees on cach elytron; there are six fascicles on the prothorax, two long ones at 
apex, and four smaller ones across middle; on the elytra there are numerous 
pustular elevations, usually with a short, stout, central seta; there are also two 
elongate Fascieles of short setae ou the third iuterstice on each elytron, one near 
the hase, the other subinedian, From certain directions an oblique ridge may be 
seen on each side of the prothorax, commencing close to the shoulder, and directed 
obliquely forwards, to eud crowned with an outer faseicle of the median row. 
The setrtellum is distinetly elevated, almost as on the species ol Ophrythyreocts.

Blackish, antennae and tarsi reddish. Densely clothed with dingy brown 
seales aud setac, couspienously variegated on elytra. feebly mottled on under sur- 
face and lees.

Prothorax 
tather small, sides rounded, apex half the width of base; with crowded, concealed 
ponerures.

Papua: Mount Lainmgton (6, MeNamara), Unique. 

The smallest species hitherto known from New Guinea. The elothing has a 
slight pustular appearance on the elytra, but has been partiv abraded, the third 
interstice near the base las an obsenre fascicle, the setae on the profliorax are 
fairly numerous, but do not form fasereles. Ou the head there ts a pale median 
line, and two small, pale spots, The pectoral canal is squamose throughout, its 
end appears as a slight inenrvature of the metastermum, with Ws lower part in two 
planes, the higher one between the middle coxae. The type is probably a female. 


DEREMOSUS PASCICULICEPS sp. NOV. 


6  Blaekish, autenmnac and tarsi obseurely reddish. Densely clothed with 
whitish-stramineous scales, variegated with pale brown, with stout setae. confined 
to Tascicles and pustules on upper surface, but free om legs. 

Rostrum comparatively stont, moderately curved; apical third opaque and 
with crowded: punetaros, elsewhere densely clothed,  Prothorax moderately trans- 
verse, sides subparallel to beyond the middle, and then suddenly narrowed and 
slightly depressed; with crowded, concealed punctnres.

New South Wales (C. FP. Denquet). 

A comparatively wide species, smaller than any previously deseribed from 
Australia, but slightly larger thau some of the Fijian specimens of D. minutus.

Fairly close to D. laferipennis, and with almost identical lees, but larger, 
wider, prothorax wider in proportion, and elytra with a pale X, the arms of which 
eross the suture, slightly bevond the basal third, and The front ends of which rest 
on the shoulders: the dark spot on each side is not narrow aud almost confined to 
one interstice, as on that species, but occupies three interstices, aud is partly 
visible from above; each femur also has a dark spot. bi general appearance i is 
fairly close to Dystropieus tenyrhynehors, and has somewhat similar rostro and 
legs, but on that species the pectoral canal cuts deeply inte the metastermian, 
on this species the canal ends at it. The type is probably a male, 

Derenmiosis armis Pase, 
D. blandus Lea, var. 

A tong series of specimens. from Calas, appears to coumect 2. blandus with 
D, aridus; although the type and other specimens of blemas appear ta be very 
distinet from the typical form. 

Derenosis Envarrus Pase, (formerly Aprics), 

The genotype of Deretiosus (aridus Pase., one. Linn, Soe. Zool, NI, p. 
ISF pl viii fig 10, Erom New Guinea), was deservibed as having the pectoral canal 
“indeterminala, metasterno impingens,“ aud “open at the sides and impiuging 
on the metastermim’?; in the same paper Apries (genotype eremita Pase., p. 106, 
pl. ix, fig. 6, from Batehian) was described as having the pectoral canal apice 
cavernas”, The excellent figure of the latter is so like a species from New Guinea, 
im the Sonth Austrahian Museum, that 1 thought it probably belonged to it; but 
this species has the canal open at the apex, in exactly the same way as in mides, 
aud many other species of Deretiosus, For the canal to he truly cavernous at ils 
apex the intercoxal process, nearly always of the mesosterman, shonld he arehed 
over, conceahng The tip of the rostrum when at rest. 

I, therefore, sent a specimen of the New Guinea species in question to Mr, 
Arrow, of the British Museum, asking him to compare it with the type and he 
wrote that it appears to me to be the same as Apries eremita Pase. We have a 
specimen from the Philippine Islands, so the distribution is evidently very wide. 
The pattern is very variable, hut your specimen agrees closely with the type in 
tis 

Paseos also wrote of A pries. The groove immediately before the eye, the 
peenliar character of this genus, terminates in the serobe.“s But the same groove 
may be seen in aridus, and iu most species of Dercliosus, although less pronouneed. 

A. cremita, therefore, should be referred to Deretiosus, and al pries considered 
a pure synonyin of that gemas. 
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Mic ristOcertis GRANTBASIS Sp. NOV.

Basal segment of abdomen widely concave, 
second flattened im middle, cach with fairly numerous aud rather large punetares, 
the apical with crowded ones. Remora stout, strongly and aentely dentate, tooth 
on each bind one larger than the others; Gihiae long and thin. Length, 7-8 nun. 

@ Differs in having less of the rostriun coarsely: sculptured and the two 
basal seements of abdomen gently convex in middle, 

New Guinea: Waren (Rev. L. Wagner); Sattelberg (—v, Benmesen). 

Approaching M. cancellatus, ietasternalis, and tmaguidens, and several 
other species from Queensland, but distinet by the basal granules of elytra. The 
Femoral dentition is much as on magnidens, On several specimens the elytral 
sealers are of a rather briebt briek-red colour, obscurely variegated with trans- 
verse faseiae, and patches of sooty-brown scales; eaeh interstice has a row of stout 
setae (distinet from the sides). usually of the same colony as the adjacent scales, 
The apex of the prothorax is densely squamore, elsewhere its clothing consists 
of a seta in each pimetnre, On the femora the scales are fairly dense. The 
elytral punetures are partly obseured by clothing. especially on the apical half, 


their containing striae are distinet on the sides but feeble elsewhere, 
MECHISTOCERUS SORDIDUS Sp. MOV. 


Qg Black. antennae reddish, apex of rostrum and parts of legs obsenrely 
diluted with ved. Densely clothed with muddy-brown seales, and with iinuwerons 
reel setae. 

Head with dense pnueturves, and with a narrow, deep. interoenlar impressibn.

ridges aud coarse, setiferous Punctures, elsewhere shining and with minute pune- 
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tures, Antennae inserted slightly nearer apex than hase of resto, clit the 
length of fawr preceding joints combined, Prothorax moderately transverse 
sides almost parallel ta apical third; with crowded, partly canecaled punetures, 
and a faint remnant af a median carina. Elytra distinetly wider than prothorax, 
parallel-siced to beyond the middle, base frisinnate, shoniders slightly claspine 
base of prothorax; with rows of large, ohlong pmetnres, becoming smaller anel 
ronndeéd posteriorly, and on the sides set in feeble striae.

New Guinea (—v. Bennigsen). 

ln general appearance like M, punctiventris, from New South Wales and 
Queenstand, but abdominal punetures very different aud elytral setae more 
nnmerons. Tf isa dingy species, wilh femoral dentition nmeh as on M. maguidens, 
and the preceeding species, bat prathorax very differeuthy clothed, At first glaner 
the seales on the upper surface appear to be of an amifora, dingy brown colour, 
bul on close examiauanon they are seen to be slieltly variegated on the elytra: 
an the nuder parts they are paler. The setae are very distinet Crom the sides, they 
are longer on the elytra than ou the pronotum, and farm a distinet row on each 


interstice. 
M-ECHISTOCEREMN MACULMIASIS Sp. MOV. 


@ Black, antennae and tarsi reddish. Elvira moderately clathed with 
muddy-brawn and greyish seales, regularly mixed; each intersticee with a row 
of semiereet setae, each prothoracie puncture with a seta: ander surface moder- 
ately clothed, the legs more densely so. 

Head with crowded pnnetures, and a narrow., deep interocular imypres- 
sion. Rostrum shigldly longer than prothorax, evenly curved: with ridges and 
course, Setiferons panetnres on basal third, elsewhere with minnte punetnres, 
Autennae inserted almost in middle of rostrum. Prothorax slighily transverse, 
hase truneate, sides subparallel to beyond the middle, and then raunded to apex: 
with crowded, sharply defined puneivres, and a feeble median carina, Elytra 
clongate-subcordate, considerably wider than prothorax, shoulders ronuded, sides

New Guinea (Paul llossfeld) Herbertshóh (—Pape). 

A dingy species, in general appearance close to the preceeding one, but the 
elytra are not trismuate at the base, as on that species, consequently the shoulders 
da not elasp the hase of the prothorax, their setae are also shorter. Hach elytron 
has two fairly distinet narrow spots at the base, on the third ivterstice and 
shoulder, each preapical callosity is Fairly well marked with pate scales, bub otber- 
wise the mottling on the elytra is very obsewre. The rostrum is obsenrely dilnted 
With red in front. 

Since this deseripiion was prepared other specimens, apparently belonging 
to the species, were obtained from the Solomons (Bougainville, in October, B. O. 
Pockley , Shortland Istanad, C. Ribbe): New Georgia (National Museum). and 
Papua (Monot Lamington, E, Y, MeNamara). They are stizldly larger, up to 
S mm, than the type. the elviral setae ave less distinet, on some specimens in- 
distinet even on the apical slope, and on several of them the tooth af the front 
femora is distinctly larger. Three of them are mates, and bave the basal segment 
of abdomen depressed in nüddle. 


MECIOISTOCERIOS TRIANGULIFER Sp. MOV. 


g Black, anteamae obseurely reddish. Deusely clothed with whitish o» 
greyish scales and setac, each elvtroo with a large triangle of sooty-brown scales; 
nucder surface and legs with whitish scales, 

Head with crowded, partly concealed pimetures, aud with a comparatively 
small interoecnlar depression, Rostrum about the length of prothorax, rather 
thin and evenly curved, parallel-sided, except for a slight basal enlargement ; 
basal two-fifths with fine ridges. and coarse, squamilerons panetures, elsewhere 
with dense and rather coarse, naked punctures. Antennae inserted two-fifths 
from apex of rostrum, elab the leugth of three preceding joints combined. Pro- 
thorax about as long as wide, sides evenly rounded to near apex, which is about 
half the width of base; with erawded, partly conecaled punctures, and a feeble 
median carina, Elytra elongate, parallel-sided ta beyond the middle, base 
trisinuate, and not much wider than prothorax; with rows of large, deep, sub- 
oblong, partly concealed punetiures. becoming smaller and rounded posteriorly. 
Under surface with crowded ponetures, those on metasternimu and parts of 
abdomen as large as those on prouotum. Metasternnm with a feeble median 
groove, Basal segment of abdomen feebly depressed m midde, third and fourth 
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slightly arehed, with nuamerons punetires, their combined length slightly greater 
than second ov fifth, Femora stout, and, especially the hind ones, strongly and 
acutely dentate. Length, 8:5 mm. 

Qneensland: Cape York (— Pape). Unigne, 

A rather dingy species, with markings approaching those of some Specimiens 
of M. calidris, but elytra narrower, and more parallelsided, vet less than on 
MW. vulneratus and M. eylindricas (whieh have very diferent clothing). At first 
glance il appears close to Cumplorrhinus inornatus. The seales on ihe upper 
surface are feebly variegated, but there is a targe, ill-defined triangle on caeh 
elytvon, tts side occupying Jhe median third on each side, and its apex touching 
the sutore at the apieal third; some of the paler seales have a silvery or coppery 
gloss. The seales ou the pronotuin are large, and each fills its containing pune 
fire. it has no snbereet setac, bat on the elytra there are some setae, indistinet tram 
above, fairly distinet from the sides, and fonning a feeble row on each interstico 
{as seen from behind). When the elytral clothing bas been partly abraded the 
mtersticos appear to be closely cranulate-punetate. 

A specimen Prom Wareo (Rev. L. Wagner). is strictirally so elose ta the 
type that Dlink it must belong to the species, hut it is much less densely clothed 
(possibly owing to abrasion), the elytral seales ave irregularly mottled from a 
dingy white to dark brown, with a tess defined dark spot on vach elvtron abont 
ibe middre.,

å Black, antennae and claw joints reddish. Upper surface densely clothed 
With more or less brown seales, each elytron with a short. pale vitin on third 
interstice at base, each interstices with a subereet row of rather shart setae: lows 
with dense rusiy-hrown seales and whitish setae: imuetastermm and abdomen non- 
squamose, bi with a seta in eaeh panetare, 

Head with dense, partially concealed pnnetures in Trout, base glabrous: with 
a narrow, deep, interoenlar impression, Rostrmn the length of prothorax, evenly 
murved, sides gently dilated on basal third; with fine ridges, amd conse, Sqhiomifer- 
ous punefmres on basal half, elsewhere with small, naked punetures.  Antemae 
thin, inserted two-fifths from apex of rostrum, elnb almost the length of four 
preceding jomis combined,  Prothovax almost as long as its greatest width, 
Which is at apical third, where the sides ave rather strongly rounded: with 
crowded, partly concealed punetores and a narrow median carina. Elvira eom- 
siderably wider than prothorax, rather long. parallel-sided to beyond the middle, 
hase trisimnate, shoulders claspine prothorax; with rows of large, deep, oblong 
himetnures, not very close together ou basal half, but. becoming smaller and closer

Burn (— Pape). 

With the coarse elvtral punctures and spot on each side of base, as ou M. 
basalis (from Queensland), but front tibiae of male conspicnously fringed, size 
larger, aud clothing different. 

A specimen from Papna (Mount Lamington, ET. MeNamara), is probably 
a partiy abraded female of this spemies; H is smaller, 7 mm., the elytra much less 
densely clothed, but with two conspicuous basal spots, basal seginent of abdomen 
more convex, and less of the rostram with crawded punetures. 

MECIMSTOCERUS FIMBRITARSIS Sp. MOV. 

& Black, some parts obsenrely dilnted with red, antennae paler, Ltather 
densely clothed with muddy-brown, shiebily variegated scales, interspersed with 
paler, sloping setae, 

Head with a narrow, deep, interoenlar fovea. Rostrum rather long, thin, 
enrved, and paraltel-sided, basal balf with coarse, partly concealed pimetnres 
and a median earina, apical half shining and with fairly dense and small punc- 
tives. Antennae inserted slightly nearer apex than base of rostrum.  Prothoras 
moderately transverse, sides fechly dilated from base to beyond the middle, 
and then strongly romided; with erowded thimble pimetures of moderate size, 
wut a narrow, ahnost continnous, median carina.

Two basal segments of abdomen evenly convex, with fairly 
large and innnerous bat net crowded punetires, third and fourth each with a 
single row across middle. Legs moderately long, Trond femora slightly, middle 
moderately, hind ones strongly deutate; three basal jomts of frout tarsi eon- 
gpienonsiv fringed.

North Western Australia: North Australia: Darwin (Macleay Museu), 
King River, in December (W. McLennan). Types im Maeleay Mußsenui, voty pes 
in National and South Australian Mnscums, 
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A dingy spreies, in general appearance like M. maeculibasis and several others 
from New Grinea, but distinet by the fimbriated front. tavsi of the male. The 
four specimens examined are all rather dingy, on two of then there are two Feeble 
spots at the base of the elvira, as on many New Guinea species: the femora are 
fecbly ringed with darker seales. There are some small granules on the elytra, but 
they are normally concealed; Where the clothing has been abraded the pime 
Tires are seen to be much larger than those ou the prothovax, except posteriorly. 


MerCHISTOCERUS DENTIVARIOS sp. Nov. 


é Black, paris of legs obscavely diluted with ved, antennae reddish. 
Rather sparsely clothed with dark brown seales, the elvtra with a thin irregular 
fascia of whitish seales crowning the apical slope, and a few feeble spats else- 
where, in addition with stont sloping setae, rather nmuaeronus on the lees, and 
Forming a single row on each elytral interstice. 

Head with a small, deep, triangular, interocular fovea. Rostrum long, thin, 
curved and parallel-sided from near the base; basal third with crowded, partly 
concealed pnuefures, aud a median irina, elsewhere shining aud with small 
punetures.

On the pronotum the paler setae form a distinet median lime, and a fechle 
one towards each side, on each elytron the paler spots are fairly unnierotis and 
feeble, but there is a ilistined one an the preapical callos, there is also a narrow, 
distinet, slightly obliqne vitta, on the thivd interstice from the base to near the 
widdle, whieh renders the species a very distinct ane, although it is but an 
extension of a basal spot that occurs an so many species ol the genus. The 
hasal segments of abdomen are rather strongly vouvex, sp the two specimens rx- 
amined are probably females.

On the 
elytra the pale scales orm numerous feeble spots, with au ill-defined fascia 
erowning the apical slope, Althangh, when viewed from behind, the elyival setar 
are seen to be placed in a single row on eaeh interstice, they are so close together 
that on slight disarrangement they appear trom above to be irregularly crowded. 
The species ix uot very close to auy other before me. The two speenuens taken 


appear to be females.

Nat very elose to auy other species before me. The clothing has a eurions 
velvety appearance: although the derm of the upper surface is eutirely van- 
coaled by them, the individual seales are so small, that the piwetnres, except some 
of the smaller ones, are clearly traceable, The setae are unusnally short. but peime 
ol a slightly different shade from the seales amongst which they are set, they 
are fairly distinet.

Rostrum slightly longer than 
prothovax, not very thin, almost parallel-sided; with crowded pmuetures, be- 
coming larger and partly concealed on basal half, with a continuous median 
carina and (vo shorter ones on each side, Antennae inserted abont two-fifths 
from apex of rastrum. Prothorax small, almost as long as wide, basal bail 
parallel-sided ; with dense punetures of moderate size, and with a fine median 
carina. Elvira inch wider than prothorax, parallelsided to beyond the middle: 
with rows of drep, more ov less oblong punetures, cach containing a seta, Basal 
segiuent of abdomen flattened in iidale. Femora strongly and acutely dentate, 
tibiae lone, thin, and compressed, Lengih, 8 1un1. 

Papua: Monut Lamimeton (€, T. MeNamara). Unique. 

The type is in perfect condition, and the species is distinct from all pre- 
vionsly described Australasian ones by dis small prothorax, this Dejus searee 
three-filths the width of the base of elytra. The pale seales on the elytra form, 
nimerons spots aud abbreviated fasctae, ou the prothorax they torn a median 
line, and a less distinet one on cach side; on the legs the seales are af a rather 
pale brown, and the setae are pure white; on the under surface there are no 
depressed scales, hut the setae are fairly nnmevrons, and on cach of the third and 
fourth segments af abdomen they form two transverse rows.

Densely clothed with slaty-hrowi andl 
whitish seales and setae, 

Head with a narrow, deep, interocular fovea. Rostrum slightly longer fun 
prothorax, uot very thin, notched on cach side of base; basal half with erowded aud 
úsually concealed punctures, and a narrow median carina, elsewhere shining and 
with small punctures, Antennae inserted about one-third frou apex of rostriun. 
Prothorax moderately transverse, basal two-thirds parallelsided; with dense, 
partly concealed thimble pametures of moderate size, and with a narrow, con- 
eealed median carina. Elytra not much wider than prothorax: with rows of 
large, deep, oblong punctures, becoming smalter posteriorly. Two basal sewments 
of abdomen rather strongly convex, and with uumerons prnetares of moderate 
size, Femora strongly anil acutely dentate, especially the hind pair, tibiae rather 
long and thin, Length, 4-5 wm. 

Papua: Bona Bay (C. T. MeNimnara). Unique. 

About the size of M. egenus, from Queensland, bat clothing paler, rostrum 
stouter, and femoral dentition stronger; at first elauce it looks like a drusely 
clothed specimen of VW. tristauatus, from the Malay Pentnsnla, but the clothine 
and dentition are different, On the elytra the whitish seales form miunerans 


irregularly distributed spots, inelnding four at the base, whieh ocenpy abont 
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one third of the surfare; on the pronotum they form a narrow median Dune, nnd 
irregular spots on the sides; on the legs the clothing is mostly whitish: on the 
nucler surface there are no sealos, but the whitish setae are numerous, except on 
the third and fourth segments of abdomen, on each of which they Form a trans- 
Verse row. Ou the elytra there is a regnlar row of stont, white, sloping setae, 
on each interstice, The ses of the type is doubt fol; the coarse punetires ocenpy 
more ol the rosteam than is usual on females, and the front tarsi have some 
strageling hairs, althongh they are not distinetly fimbriated; bot the basal seg- 


ment of abdomen is evenly conyex, 


MECUISTOCERUS ATRONITIDES Sp. Hoey, 

Black, shining, antennae bright castancous, Under surface and legs with 
sparse, whitish setac, elsewhere glabrous, except for a few setac on apical slope 
of elytra. 

Head with a arrow, deep, inmterocnlar fovea. Rostrum shehtts longer than 
prothorax, moderately thing with rather dense aud coarse punetures abont base, 
minute elsewhere, Prothorax moderately transverse, basal half parallelsided ; 
with dense but not crowded puuctures of moderate size, Elvira oblong-cordate, 
not mueh wider than prothorax; with large, deep, oblong punctures abant base, 
mach smaller elsewhere. Metastermin deeply suleate iu middle. Abdomen 
With sparse and small punetares, but rather dense and of moderate size on apical 
segment; basal segment gently conves. Front femora slightly bit acutely den- 
hate, middle moderately, bind ones strongly and aentely; tibiae thin, the hind 
ones strongly arched at basal third. Length, 3-5-0 mm, 

Papua: Mount Lamington (C. T. MeNamara). 

A small species about the size of W., trisinuatus, but otherwise very different: 
at first glance it appears to belong to the Baridiinae. The hind tibiae are un- 
tistualtx strongly and suddenly arched, and the teeth of the bind femora are larger 
than on most species of the genus. Fonr specimens were obtained by Mr. Me- 
Namara; they differ to a slight extent in the abdomen and rostrum. but as the 
curvature of the hind tibiae is alike on all of them they appear to be of ane sex, 
probably mates. They are all shining and glabrous on the npper surface, so the 
absence of clothing is evidently pot dae to abrasion. A specimen from Finseh 
Haven, taken by Rev. L, Wagner, on sticky hairs of a species of Pisonia, is 
smaller (Sau), and has somewhat stronger punetures on the under surface, bni 
appears to belong to the same species. 


Mec ustocerus CALIDRIS Pase, 


Ponr specimens, front the Sofomans, difer from others from Australia aud 
New (Gininea, in havitig the paler seales of a more reddish tone than usual. 
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MECUINTOCERTS MULAIMACULA MUS Lea. 

This species ocenes in Papua (Maunt Lamington), and New Cainea (Piuseb 
Haven and Bongu), as well as in Queensland. 

MECHISTOCERUS ATOMOSPARSOS Kain, 
(formerly Cyamobolus), 1878. M. languidus Lea, 1905, 

A specimen in the National Museum, from the Godefroy collection, is 
labelled Cyamobolus alomosparsus. and bears the number 16015, 11 was evi- 
deutly from Fiji, and bears the same number as another species from there, which 
is labelled Mecistocerus veellatolinealus (in error for geellatineatus). Tt appears 
to be correctly named, although the type was deseribed as having z eineren- 
carneis’?? seales, and again ‘pedibus dense cinerea-carnco squenadosis.* 1u all 
the many specimens before me the scales are not at all red, being greyish, or 
pale brown. or slightly mottled. The front legs of the male ave long aud (hin, the 
tibiae with a long fringe of golden hairs continued on to the tarsi; the front. 
tibiae were not mentioned in the original description of atomosparsus, which 
reads as if fonnded npon a female. Fajrmajre considered the species could not be 
referred to Mechistocerts, on account of the rostral canal, but this is margined, 
behind the front coxae, by walls whieh belong to the prosternum, nistead of the 
mesosternani (to see this clearly it is sometimes necessary to detach the proster- 
nu from the mesostermuamn) ; a character almost nnique in the subfamily, The 
species is common in Fiji (Viti Levu, Vanna Levu, aud Ovalni), where i often 
comes into houses, Ut alsa o@enrs in New Guinea, Aru, Queensland, New South 
Wales, and Labuan. 

Unfortunately 1 desevibed the species as M. languidus, which name must 
now be treated as a synonsiu, | have also seen a specimen, from New Guinea, 
identified by Dr. K. M. Heller as belonging to Parendymia.
